Of late y ears he has play ed hut a few' 
weeks of each season and in almost 
every one of these short seasous he 
confined himself to the one character 
of Rip Van Winkle. 
In his retirement he w'as an enthusi­ 
astic angler and derived much pleas­ 
ure from this sport at his home in 
Buzzards Bay , Mass.

With Edwin Booth, Lawrence Barrett, 
Augustin Daly, A. H. Palmer, Brandon 
Matthews, John Drew, S. T. Clemens 
anil sev eral others Mr. Jefferson signed 
articles of incorporation for the club 
in 1888 and he was elected to the b oard 
of directors. 
In 18113 his portrait, b y 
Sargent was hung on the wall of the 
club , a gift from Booth and Barrett. 
After the death of Mr. Booth in 1893 
Mr. Jefferson was elected president of 
the club and lias b een re-elected to 
that office at ev ery annual meeting 
since. The necessity of spending the 
winter in a southern climate has pre­ 
v ented him from b eing present in the 
club house in late years except for 
occasional b rief v isits.

Joseph Jefferson was b orn in Phil­ 
adelphia Feb . 2b , 1829, and was looked 
upon as the dean of the dramatic pro­ 
fession in this country. 
He first ap 
peared on the stage as a child and 
during his career has played in a num­ 
b er of foreign countries. 
His great 
reputation 
was 
made 
in 
Rip 
Van 
Winkle, which he played in almost 
ev ery city iu the United States. Other 
characters portrayed were Newman 
Xoggs in “Nicholas Nicholfly,” Caleb 
Plummer in “The 
Cricket 
on 
the 
Hearth,” Dr Pangloss in “The Heir a* 
Law,” Bob Acres in “The Riv als,” and 
Dr. Ollapod in the “Poor Gentleman.” 
Of late years he has played b ut a few 
weeks of each season and in almost 
ev ery one of these short seasons he 
confined himself to the one character 
of Rip Van Winkle. 
In his retirement he was an enthusi­ 
astic angler and deriv ed much pleas­ 
ure from this sport at his b orne in 
Buzzards Bay, Mass. 
Beside b eing an 
actor he was a painter of more than 
passing ab ility, and sev eral 
of 
his 
paintings hav e attracted considerab le 
attention. 
Boston, April 24.—The news of the 
death of Joseph Jefferson came as a 
shock to his son, Thomas Jefferson, 
who was to hav e opened an engage­ 
ment here tonight in the title part of

CUBANS FIGHT DUEL. 


Outcome 
of 
Charge s of 
Mis conduct 
Brought Agains t City Officials . 
Havana, April 
24 .— Then- has been 
a second due!, and with more serious 
results than the first, as the outcome 
of the seizure on April 14 by six N a­ 
tionalist congressmen of the papers in 
the pending investigation of charges 
of misconduct against Havana coun 
cilmen and city officials. 
The partici­ 
pants in this affair were Armando 
Andre, the government employe who. 
on April i7, fought Congressman Car­ 
los Mendleta, and Congressman Faue- 
tino Guerra of Pinar del Rio province, 
who, like Mendieta, was one of the 
six concerned in the seizure of papers 
Irom Governor Nunez’s messenger. 
The men fought with sabres, and as 
they were both regarded as being in 
earnest in the matter and the distance 
permitted for retreat was limited to 
25 feet, it was expected that there 
would be very serious results.
